What Does it Mean to Judge? (Part I) 



I know I tend to revisit the same topics quite a bit, but it is only 
because I want to explore every avenue, every argument. These 
matters like eternal security and what I want to speak of today, 
judging others are of vital importance. I for one cannot ever dismiss 
any well formed argument until I have examined it carefully and most 
importantly compared it to scripture. Only then can we put a matter 
to rest. 

I write this after having watched a well known and respected pastor 
many years my senior condemn judging others based on (Matthew 
7:1 O - Luke 6:37 taken out of context. These verses in 
actuality are directed at hypocrites (Matthew 7:5 '_' - Luke 6:42 
O), specifically the Pharisees, and those by extension that would 
judge others like they did. I don't know about you but I have a very hard time contradicting such godly men and 
it perplexes me greatly to be in this position. My only comfort is knowing that God has given me eyes to see and 
ears to hear. 

I seek no name for myself, I get no financial gain, I do no speaking engagements. I am merely a man with a Bible 
who believes every Word of it is directly from the mouth of God, and He has given me the courage to speak 
what is shown to me no matter the cost. I suspect that one day I may have to pay the ultimate price for speaking 
the truth. I have counted the cost to the best of my ability and I find the terms acceptable, to lay down my life 
and all that is temporal for that which is eternal. That is a bargain! 

I have said all that to demonstrate to you that I am both deadly serious about these matters and sincere. But that 
is not enough, is it? For I can be sincere, but sincerely wrong! So after all is said and done, no matter how 
persuasive the argument I present, no matter how sincere I am, it still all comes down to one thing; What does 
scripture say? 

On this matter of judging I believe there is some confusion as to the meaning of the word and how we use it in 
different ways. Since I have previously demonstrated that even our dictionaries have been corrupted by the spirit 
of this age I will be presenting the definitions of the word 'Judge' based on Daniel Webster's 1828 dictionary 
entry. 

There are three forms of the word 'Judge' that are commonly used, as a noun, as a transitive verb and as a 
intransitive verb. The noun form is used to refer to the person who sits as a judge, whether it be at a pie eating 
contest or God almighty on the judgment seat. 

That be far from thee to do after this manner, to slay the righteous with the wicked: 
and that the righteous should be as the wicked, that be far from thee : Shall not the 
Judge of all the earth do right?

Does anyone reading this presume that they are God almighty and are able to act as judge of the earth of the sins 




of men? I think not, yet this is exactly what the Pharisees were doing and why they were condemned so 
relentlessly by Christ. They recognized Christ as the true Judge of men and the Bible tells us plainly that they 
crucified Him for jealousy. They certainly weren't jealous of His riches or of anything He had, but of His divine 
authority. All men will be judged out of the Lamb's Book of Life. 

The Pharisees sin was to attempt to judge men's hearts and souls regarding God's laws, to specifically judge and 
punish sins which is solely the job of God. This is the purpose of scripture condemning judging, to condemn 
those who would dare to play the role of God as the Pharisees did. This should not be confused with a civil or 
criminal judge appointed by government and endowed with the authority to judge those matters and impose 
sentences. 
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
